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REPORT  OF  CLERK  AND  COLLECTOR,  1913. 


To  the  citizens  of  Sanford: 

I  herewith  submit  the  following  report  as  Town 
Clerk  and  Tax  Collector  of  the  town  of  Sanforcl. 

During  the  past  year,  with  the  co-operation  of 
the  Selectmen,  I  have  been  enabled  to  carry  out  some 
of  the  plans  for  improving  the  records  of  our  town  as 
suggested  prior  to  oar  last  annual  town  meeting.  At 
that  time  I  suggested  the  need  of  some  new  record 
books,  a  typewriter,  filing  cabinet,  etc.  During  the 
past  year  the  old  record  books  of  our  vital  statistics 
have  been  replaced  by  new  ones  of  more  recent  date 
such  as  are  found  in  use  in  cities  like  Portland.  The 
books  selected  are  known  as  "Durabilt  Typewriter 
Record  Books,"  and  are  a  great  improvement  over 
the  old  record  books,  for  instance,  the  record  of  mar- 
riages being  a  complete  record  in  one  book,  where 
formerly  two  books  were  required,  one  for  the  record 
of  intentions  and  another  for  the  return.  The  new 
record  of  deaths  is  also  an  improvement  over  the  old 
having  a  space  to  make  a  record  of  the  place  of  burial 
together  with  the  name  of  the  undertaker. 

The  present  very  strict  child  labor  laws  which 
are  being  put  in  force  in  nearly  all  states,  make  it 
important  that  a  proper  record  of  births  be  kept. 
With  a  view  of  improving  the  records  kept  in-  our 
town,  I  have  introduced  a  system  of  return  post 
cards  which  are  mailed  to  parents  of  children  born, 
to  supplement  the  regular  return  made  by  the  physi- 
cian and  by  so  doing  I  have  been  able  to  get  and 
record  the  names  of  all  children  born  during  the  year, 
whereas  formerly  only  about  three  fifths  were  ever 
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recorded.  During  the  year  1913  there  have  been 
recorded  in  town  273  births.  110  marriages,  and  170 
deaths,  an  increase  in  each  instance  over  1912. 

Beside  the  routine  work  of  the  office,  I  have,  dur- 
ing the  year,  copied  in  loose  leaf  record  books,  the 
three  oldest  town  records  covering  town  records  dat- 
ing from  the  date  of  the  incorporation  of  the  town  in 
17(38  to  the  year  1814.  This  is  an  important  work,  I 
believe,  for  the  reason  that  the  oldest  records  are  in 
very  poor  shape,  niiucii  of  the  writing  being  hardly 
legible  except  with  the  use  of  a  reading  glass,  requir- 
ing much  time  and  patience. 

During  the  year  four  record  books  have  been  re- 
bound and  lettered  for  reference.

Beside  the  above  mentioned  licenses,  I  have  re- 
ceived fees  amounting  to  $318.67,  which  is  an  in- 
crease of  $87.62  over  1912. 

1913  Taxes. 

I  have  always  believed  that  each  year's  taxes 
should  be  paid  in,  during  the  town  year,  and  have 
consistantly  labored  to  bring  about  this  result.  How- 
ever, I  have  not  been  able  to  quite  accomplish  this  re- 
sult until  this  year.  It  is  my  pleasure  to  report  the 
1913  tax  account  settled  in  full  with  the  treasurer,  so 
that  it  is  unnecessary  to  publish  the  usual  delinquent 
or  tax  dodgers  list,  It  was  necessary  to  advertise 
only  a  very  few  parcels  of  land  for  sale  for  unpaid 
taxes  and  was  necessary  to  sell  but  four  parcels,  all 
of  which  were  non-resident,  This  is  a  showing 
which,  I  believe,  speaks  well  not  only  for  the  collec- 
tor, but  for  the  taxpayers,  and  I  am  pleased  to  take 
this  opportunity  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the 
promptness  and  courtesy  shown  by  all  except  a  few 
poll  and  personal  taxpayers.  The  taxes  committed 
for  collection  for  the  year  1913  amounted  to 
$97,739.78,  and  beside  this  there  has  been  collected  a 
supplementary  tax  of  $377.33  and  interest  amounting 
to  $316.61.  The  necessary  abatements  on  this  com- 
mittment amount  to  $1022.68,  and  while  the  amount 
is  more  then  last  year,  have  been  made  for  good  rea- 
sons, as  will  be  seen  by  the  list  published  elsewhere 
in  this  report,  It  is  my  pleasure  to  acknowledge  the 
hearty  support  of  the  board  of  Selectmen  in  the  mat- 
ter of  collecting  taxes,  and  especially  the  chairman, 
Mr.  Mitchell.

REPORT  OF  SEALER  OF  WEIGHTS  AND 
MEASURES. 


To  the  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Sanford: 

I  hereby  submit  my  report  as  sealer  of  weights 
and  measures. 

I  found  ou  taking  the  office  the  old  outfit  that 
had  been  used  for  years  by  the  town  was  unfit  to  do 
the  work  and  comply  with  law  recently  passed  by 
the  legislature  and  the  town  was  obliged  to  pur- 
chase a  new  outfit  to  do  the  work  with. 

I  found  9  large  scales  of  1.000  lbs.  and  over  that 
were  in  good  working  order.  There  are  in  town  327 
small  scales  used  in  stores  and  shops  and  out  of  that 
number  17  were  incorrect  and  they  were  adjusted  or 
condemned.  I  also  found  1567  weights  that  in  most 
cases  were  correct.  Those  that  were  incorrect  were 
adjusted  or  condemned. 

I  sealed  6763  milk  jars  and  I  did  not  find  one  in 
all  that  number  that  was  not  correct.  The  milk  jars 
used  in  town  are  mostly  manuractured  by  one  com- 
pany and  are  all  of  uniform  size.  There  are  used  in 
town  267  milk  cans  and  they  are  all  up  to  the  stan- 
dard. I  have  made  a  special  effort  to  look  after  all 
peddlers  and  see  that  their  scales  and  measures  were 
correct. 

1  think  the  law  in  regard  to  scaling  weights  and 
measures  is  very  important  and  I  find  in  most  places 
Iradei-s  want  their  weights  and  measures  sealed 
so  the  purchasers  can  see  that  Ihey  are  getting  what 
is  coming  to  them.

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Report  of  Fire  Departments 


SANFORD  FIRE  DEPARTMENT. 


Board  of  Engineers. 


To  the  Municipal  Officers  of  the  Town  of  Sanford  : 

From  February  1st,  1913.  to  February  1st,  1914, 
our  department  has  responded  to  twenty- three  more 
alarms  than  in  any  preceding  year,  and  the  percent- 
age of  loss  is  much  less  than  in  any  preceding  year. 
If  we  could  be  assured  that  our  fire  loss  would  never 
be  greater  than  this,  we  might  feel  safe  and  secure. 
But  it  is  possible  that  a  fire  tomorrow  may  work  such 
destruction  that  our  town  could  never  recover,  be- 
cause of  so  many  hazards  in  the  form  of  wooden 
buildings. 

We  hear  much  complaint  because  insurance 
rates  seem  excessive,  but  you  may  know  that  the  in- 
surance companies  understand,  even  better  than  the 
citizens  seem  to,  that  Sanford  has  many  extreme 
hazards.  And  until  we  openly  recognize  this  fact 
and  then  diligently  apply  every  known  remedy,  our 
insurance  rates  will  not  decrease  but  are  quite  liable 
to  go  in  the  other  direction.  We  are  not  required  to 
leave  our  town  to  prove  this  statement.  The  man- 
agement of  the  Sanford  Mills  considered  this  insur- 
ance  question  several  years  ago,  and  for  their  own 
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protection  as  well  as  to  secure  lower  insurance  rates, 
they  installed  a  complete  fire  department  with  sixty 
of  their  employees  as  firemen;  equipped  their  plant 
throughout  with  automatic  sprinklers ;  laid  their  own 
water  mains  and  set  hydrants  where  ever  they  were 
needed;  installed  powerful  steam  pumps;  stopped 
the  accumulation  of  all  unnecessary  refuse,  in  fact, 
they  have  done  everything  possible  to  prevent  fire 
and  to  stop  it  immediately  if  it  should  start.  What  is 
the  result?  Their  insurance  rate  today  is  less  than 
one-half  of  one  percent.  The  Goodall  Worsted  Com- 
pany have  put  forth  similar  efforts  to  protect  their 
property. 

Until  our  citizens  are  ready  to  meet,  in  a  similar 
way,  the  conditions  as  they  exist,  it  will  be  useless  to 
expect  lower  insurance  rates. 

When  the  permanent  men  were  installed  at  the 
fire  station,  a  better  insurance  rate  was  granted  to 
many  of  our  property  owners.  There  are  other  im- 
provements which  are  worthy  of  your  consideration, 
if  you  wish  to  have  the  insurance  rates  lowered, 
among  which  are  the  following: 

1.  The  additions  to  our  fire  alarm  system 
recommended  by  the  Board  of  New  England  Fire  Un- 
derwriters last  June. 

2.  Using  the  horses  at  the  fire  station  for  noth- 
ing except  fire  prevention  and  fires. 

3.  Enacting  an  ordinance,  whereby,  the  per- 
manent men  shall  act  as  inspectors  for  fire  preven- 
tion purposes,  and  be  given  authority  similar  to  that 
given  to  the  Chief  of  the  fire  department  in  Chapter 

Revised  Statutes  State  of  Maine. 

4.  That  every  requirement  of  the  building  code 
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which  has  been  adopted  by  our  town,  be  rigidly  en- 
forced. 

Doubtless  other  recommendations  might  be  made 
but  we  feel  confident,  that  if  only  the  above  are  com- 
plied with,  the  insurance  rates  will  again  be  reduced 
and  we  know  that  existing  conditions  would  be  great- 
ly improved. 

During  the  year  we  have  installed  three  new  fire 
alarm  boxes;  placed  the  wires  in  underground  con- 
ducts from  a  point  near  the  town  building  to  Central 
square  and  from  there  to  Allen  street;  replaced  all 
of  the  overhead  wires  which  were  bare,  with  insulat- 
ed wire,  Two  horses  were  purchased  to  replace  the 
two  which  were  sold;  five  hundred  feet  of  Paragon 
hose  and  fifty  feet  of  chemical  hose  and  one  thirty- 
foot  ladder  have  been  added  to  the  apparatus  at  the 
central  station. 

We  were  called  to  assist  the  Springvale  fire  de- 
partment three  times  during  the  year,  taking  all  of 
the  apparatus  and  most  all  of  the  men.  The  Sanford 
Mills  fire  department  occupied  our  station  while  we 
were  away  and  they  answered  one  alarm  for  a  fire  on 
Island  avenue.  For  this  and  many  other  favors 
which  we  are  constantly  receiving  from  their  depart- 
ment, we  are  truly  grateful. 

We  would  recommend  that  three  new  tire  alarm 
boxes  be  installed  and  that  live  hundred  feet  of  hose 
by  purchased. 

In  closing,  we  desire  [o  extend  our  appreciation 
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to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  the  support  which  has 
been  given  at  all  times  to  the  fire  department.

Report  of  the  Superintending 
School  Committee 


To  the  Citizens  of  Sanford:— 

Your  School  Committee  herewith  submit  their 
annual  report  for  the  fiscal  year,  followed  by  reports 
from  the  Superintendent,  Principals  and  Special 
Teachers. 

The  number  of  pupils  in  Sanford  High  School  is 
increasing,  and  it  will  soon  be  necessary  to  have  a 
new  building.  Each  year  more  room  is  required  for 
the  grades,  and  soon  the  whole  of  the  Emerson  Build- 
ing could  be  used  to  good  advantage.  Your  Commit- 
tee recommend  that  a  Special  Committee  be  appoint- 
ed or  elected  at  the  coming  town  meeting  to  make 
recommendations  regarding  the  location  and  pur- 
chase of  a  lot  and  plans  for  a  new  High  School  build- 
ing or  recommend  other  provisions  for  the  rapid  in- 
crease in  the  school.  Said  Committee  to  report  to  our 
annual  town  meeting  in  March.  1915. 

The  opening  of  the  new  Hamlin  School  will 
make  an  additional  cost  of  about  $1000  in  fuel  and 
janitor  and  a  new  teacher  must  be  added  at  Spring- 
vale  and  one  in  Sanford,  at  a  cost  of  $450  for  each 
teacher.   This  makes  an  additional  expense  of  $1900, 
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so  we  are  asking  for  an  increase  of  $1000  Common 
School  money. 

Repair  account  will  be  large  this  coming  year, 
as  we  have  added  a  new  boiler  at  the  Longfellow  a#d 
the  roof  of  the  building  should  be  recovered.  These 
two  items,  vyiUtofoyQ»|iOO^  ff1!?1^! si}Per  $300  re_ 
quired  to  pay  the  insurance  on  the  Hamlin  School,  if 
it  be  taken  for  a  five  year  term,  which  is  the  cheapest 
way  to  buy  insurance. 

There  is  now  a  bill  of  $223.50  for  new  seats  that 
were  placed  in  the  schools  this  last  term  that  must 
come  from  the  appropriation,  and  a  bill  of  over  $200 
for  shades,  desks  and  chairs  at  the  Hamlin.  There 
are  many  small  bills,  so  we  are  asking  for  $3000. 

The  State  law  requires  all  books  and  supplies  to 
be  furnished  free  to  all  pupils.  We  try  to  give  our 
schools  the  best  to  work  with  and  expect  them  to  re- 
turn the  best  of  work,  so  we  are  making  an  increase 
this  year  of  $200  in  the  text  book  and  supply  account. 

There  was  a  loss  of  $120.00  from  the' State  on 
Manual  Training  in  the  High  School,  due  to  not  hav- 
ing a  class  of  twelve  pupils.  Only  nine  pupils  from 
the  High  School  took  Manual  Training  last  year,  so 
we  are  asking  for  $100  extra  on  this  aeconnt.

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Report  of  the  Superintendent 
of  Schools 


To   the   Superintending   School   Committee  of  the 
Town  of  Sanford: 

Gentlemen: — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my 
third  annual  report  to  you  and  the  citizens  of  San- 
ford. Throughout  the  year  harmony  and  unity  of 
purpose  have  prevailed  among  the  teachers  and  there 
has  been  a  decided  advancement  in  our  school  work. 
We  have  a  corps  of  teachers  of  fine  ability,  and  there 
is  a  spirit  of  industry  and  faithfulness  in  the  ranks 
that  has  been  a  great  help  in  the  year's  progress.  The 
pupils  have  shown  interest  in  their  work  and  the 
parents  and  citizens  have  shown  their  support  by  vis- 
iting our  schools.  The  attendance,  for  the  most  part, 
has  been  very  good. 

Our  school  accomodations  have  been  greatly  im- 
proved during  the  year.  The  new  Hamlin  school- 
house  is  a  credit  to  any  tow  n  and  one  of  the  nice 
school  buildings  of  the  State.  The  heating  and  ven- 
tilating system  is  one  of  the  best  and  the  lighting  in 
each  room  is  according  to  the  state  requirements. 
Praise  is  due  the  building  committee  that  they  pro- 
duced  so  tine  «i  school  house  w  ith  the  money  appro- 
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priated.  There  is  one  unpaid  bill  of  about  two-hun- 
dred dollars  for  the  curtains  and  other  fixtures.  Two 
new  drinking  fountains  are  needed  in  the  basement 
and  there  should  be  an  appropriation  this  year  for 
benches  for  manual  training  and  tables  and  stoves 
for  domestic  science. 

The  Edison  school  at  Butler's  Corner  has  such  a 
small  attendance  that  it  is  closed  by  law  unless  voted 
by  the  town  to  continue.  The  pupils  could  easily  be 
conveyed  to  Sprihgvale.  The  Washington,  Jefferson 
and  Bryant  school  houses  should  be  painted  and  the 
old  desks  removed  and  individual  desks  put  in.  There 
are  sufficient  individual  desks  at  the  Lincoln  to  equip 
these  schools.  We  have  a  large  school  at  South  San- 
ford  and  last  summer  the  school  house  was  painted 
inside  and  new  desks  added.  This  building  needs 
painting  outside  and  some  repairs  on  the  under- 
pinning. The  Holmes  school  needs  paint  and  white- 
wash. 

The  tin  roof  on  the  Longfellow  building  has  been 
there  many  years  and  is  in  bad  shape.  It  would  be 
economy  to  put  on  a  new  roof  of  some  kind.  We 
have  eleven  rooms  in  use  in  the  Longfellow  and  the 
twelfth  room  is  used  for  night  school.  This  room 
should  be  fitted  up  for  an  ungraded  room  and  the 
children  that  enter  our  school  who  cannot  speak 
English  could  be  placed  in  this  room  until  they  ob- 
tained a  working  knowledge  of  our  language..  It 
could  also  be  used  for  children  that  have  been  out 
sick  and  lost  some  of  the  work.  By  placing  them 
in  this  room  for  a  few  weeks  they  could  have  more 
individual  instruction  and  soon  be  up  with  theJr 
classmates. 
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The  Roosevelt  building  was  repaired  last  sum- 
aner  and  is  in  good  condition.  At  the  Emerson  two 
■new  furnaces  were  added  last  summer  and  you  can 
:s,ee  the  advantage  by  comparing  the  full  bills  for  the 
jpast  year  and  the  one  for  the  previous  year. 

New  rooms  have  been  opened  at  the  Longfellow 
"■and  so  it  wtis  thought  best  to  add  to  our  heating  plant. 
A  new  boiler  has  been  installed  and  will  be  paid  for 
tfrom  the  coming  year's  appropriation. 

We  have  endeavored  to  secure  prompt  and  regu- 
lar attendance  of  all  pupils;  to  impress  upon  parents 
and  pupils  that  school  work  should  be  the  business  of 
all  pupils;  to  furnish  text  books  adapted  to  the  needs 
of  ihe  child ;  and  to  provide  teachers  able  and  eager 
not  only  to  train  pupils  for  clear  thinking,  but  to 
inspire  them  for  right  living.  I  find  that  all  our 
graduates  for  the  past  three  years  are  either  attend- 
ing schools  of  higher  education  or  working.  Many 
of  them  are  filling  important  positions. 

On  April  1.  1913  there  were  3191  persons  in  town 
between  the  ages  of  five  and  twenty- one.  There 
were  768  in  Springvale  and  2423  in  Sanford.  Of 
this  number,  not  including  the  high  school.  81  at- 
tended Ihe  rural  schools.  1052  attended  the  village 
schools  and  507  attended  St.  Ignatius  school.  There 
are  about  1800  seats  or  sittings  a vn liable  for  school 
pupils   and   oiii'   school   property  is   estimated  at 

$100,000.00 

At  our  night  school  last  winter  and  spring  we 
lmd  an  enrollment  of  105  pupils  and  an  average  atten- 
dance of  57.  This  was  maintained  for  fourteen 
weeks.  There  were  three  sessions  of  one  and. one- 
half  hours  each  per  week.

For  the  past  year  I  have  issued  seventy-eight 

age  and  schooling  certificates  to  pupils  between  the 

ages  of  fourteen  and  sixteen.     I  hope  that  less  may 

be  reported  next  year. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  thank  the  pupils  for  their 

courtesy  and  faithful  work;  I  wish  to  thank  the 

parents  and  citizens  for  the  kind  words  and  the 

interest  shown;  I  am  indebted  to  the  teachers  of  this 

town  for  their  unswering  loyality  and  good  will,  at 

all  times  and  under  all  circumstances.     They  have 

rendered  valuable  service  not  to  be  computed  in 

dollars  and  cents.     I  wish  to  thank  the  members  of 

the  school  board  for  the  loyal  support  which  they 

have  given  me  in  the  past  year  and  for  their  advice 

and  consideration  which  has  helped  me  so  much  in 

school  work.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  SANFORD  HIGH 

SCHOOL. 


To  the  Superintendent  of  the  Schools  of  Sanford: 

I  hereby  submit  my  fourth  report  as  Principal  of 
the  Sanford  High  School. 

Last  June  a  class  of  twenty-three,  six  boys  and 
seventeen  girls,  was  graduated.  Of  these,  two  boys 
and  one  girl  entered  college  in  September  and  at  the 
same  time  one  boy  and  one  girl  from  the  Class  of 
1912  were  admitted  to  college.  The  three  boys  were 
accepted  by  the  University  of  Maine  on  certificates 
and  have  done  good  work.  Of  the  girls,  one  passed 
the  entrance  examinations  required  by  Bates  College 
while  the  other  passed  those  required  by  Colby  Col- 
lege and  both  were  admitted  without  a  condition. 
The  Goodall  Medal  for  excellence  in  scholarship  and 
deporimeMf  was  awarded  Esther  Mildred  Blanchard 
of  the  Freshman  Class. 

This  year  69  boys  and  76  girls  have  been  regis- 
tered, making  a  total  of  L45  High  School  pupils.  This 
is  the  largest  registration  in  the  history  of  the  school. 
Of  this  number  40  per  cent  come  from  the  Northerly 
District  and  54  per  cent  from  Southerly  District 
of  the  town,  while  (i  per  cent  are  tuition  pupils  from 
other  towns. 

The  fact  that  the  registration  at  the  Emerson 
Building  is  over  three  hundred  has  caused  a  conges- 
tion that  should  be  remedied  as  soon  as  possible.  If 
thai  pari  of  I  he  building  originally  designed  for  the 
purposes  of  study  and  recitations  were  not  equipped 
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with  an  unusually  good  heating  and  ventilating  sys- 
tem, conditions  would  be  intolerable.  As  the  grades 
occupy  lour  of  the  best  rooms  in  the  building,  the 
High  School  suffers  great  inconvenience  from  this 
crowded  condition. 

An   insufficient  number   of  proper  recitation 
rooms  is  the  most  serious  problem.   The  main  room 
which  is  82  by  32  has  146  desks  in  it.   Although  it  is 
over  crowded,  this  room,  with  its  excellent  light,  heat 
and  ventilation,  makes  a  good  study  hall.   But  to  ask 
a  teacher  to  conduct  a  recitation  in  this  room  and  at 
the  same  time  to  maintain  good  discipline  is  impos- 
ing a  task  that  few  can  accomplish  successfully  and 
imposes   a  nervous  strain  that  is  incompatible  with 
good  work.   Under  present  conditions  it  is  necessary 
to  have  four  recitations  a  day  in  this   room.  Two 
recitation  rooms,  28  by  15,  are  well  lighted,  but  are 
heated  by  direct  steam  and  have  no  ventilation  other 
than  that  furnished  by  the  windows  and  doors  which 
can  not  be  used  because  of  drafts  and  the  proximity 
of  other  recitation  rooms.   These  rooms  are  in  con- 
stant use.   It  is  also  necessary  to  use  the  Library,  23 
by  15,  for  recitations  several  times  each  day.  This 
room   is   well   lighted  but  insufficiently  heated  by 
direct  steam  and  has  no  ventilation.  It  was  never  in- 
tended to  be  used  for  recitation  purposes.   The  space 
available  for  laboratory  work  and  the  equipment  for 
chemistry  and  physics  do  not  meet  the  demands  of 
the  present  day.  The  third  floor,  which  was  original- 
ly intended  for  a  Hall,  is  unusually  well  equipped  for 
commercial  work  but  the  light  and   ventilation  are 
poor,  especially  in  the  room  devoted  to  shorthand  and 
typewriting.  The  daily  use  of  this  floor  has  increased 
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the  load  upon  the  heating  system  one-third.  The 
system  was  never  intended  to  heat  the  Hall  and  the 
rest  of  the  building  at  the  same  time,  yet  it  has  re- 
sponded to  the  added  load  so  well  that  there  is  no  dif- 
ficulty heating  the  commercial  rooms  except  when 
there  is  a  high  wind  velocity  with  an  extremely  low 
temperature.  This  congested  condition  of  the  build- 
ing should  be  remedied  by  removing  all  the  grades, 
excepting  the  ninth,  from  the  Emerson  Building,  or 
by  enlarging  the  present  building,  or  by  constructing 
a  new  High  School  building. 

Only  one  change  has  occurred  in  the  teaching 
force  of  the  school.  Miss  Davis  resigned  at  the  close 
of  the  school  year  after  several  years  of  successful 
teaching.  Her  popularity  and  loyalty  made  her  going 
seem  like  a  personal  loss  both  to  pupils  and  com- 
munity. Miss  Fogg,  who  came  in  her  place,  has  al- 
ready sustained  the  reputation  as  a  successful  teach- 
er of  Latin  that  preceeded  her. 

During  the  past  year  the  work  of  the  school  has 
been  better  than  ever  before.  A  few  changes  have 
been  made  in  the  curriculum,  all  of  which  seem  to 
tend  to  the  betterment  of  the  school.  The  credit  for 
the  splendid  work  now  being  done  by  your  High 
School  does  not  depend  upon  any  single  teacher  but 
upon  the  harmony  that  exists  among  the  members  of 
the  facnlly.  No  teacher  is  trying  to  exploit  some  pet 
theory  or  method,  that  her  department  may  attract, 
undue  attention  at  the  expense  of  the  others.  Each 
is  cooperating  with,  encouraging  and  assisting  in 
every  w  ay  possible  the  other  members  of  the  faculty 
and  working  unselfishly  for  Ihe  good  of  the  school  as 
a  whole.    To  gel  togelher  a  body  of  teachers  that  will 
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work  in  such  harmony  is  difficult  and  every  reason- 
able effort  should  be  made  to  maintain  the  integrity 
of  a  body  of  teachers  so  well  organized. 

The  school  needs  more  reference  books  very 
badly.  The  Class  of  1913  set  a  good  example  by  add- 
ing twenty-seven  much  needed  volumes  to  those  al- 
ready owned  by  the  school.  It  is  hoped  that  other 
classes  will  follow  this  example.  That  the  pupil 
should  learn  where  and  how  to  find  information  in 
reference  books  and  to  distinguish  between  good  and 
questionable  authority,  is  more  important  than  many 
things  in  the  curriculum.  A  special  appropriation 
should  be  made  each  year  during  the  next  few  years 
for  the  purchase  of  such  books.  It  will  be  money 
well  invested.  Frequently  the  decision  of  a  strong 
teacher  to  remain  in  a  school  is  largely  influenced  by 
the  presence  of  a  good  reference  library  which  en- 
ables her  to  do  her  best  work. 

Each  year  has  marked  an  advance  step  in  the 
realization  of  our  ideals  for  the  Sanford  High  School. 
The  course  has  been  broadened;  the  organization  has 
been  strengthened;  discipline  has  been  maintained; 
all  to  this  end  that  the  aims  and  ideals  of  the  school 
may  acquire  a  compelling  force  over  the  lives  of  the 
young  men  and  women  of  our  town.  One  of  the  most 
important  things  that  the  High  School  can  do  is  to 
develop  the  hidden  powers  of  the  boy  or  girl,  to  give 
him  an  opportunity  to  find  himself:  for  upon  this  de- 
pends his  spiritual  welfare  and  his  value  to  the  com- 
munity. Therefore  the  school  should  offer  the  broad- 
est possible  course — a  course  which  shall  recognize 
not  only  his  future  livelihood  but  also  his  ultimate 
good. 
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The  High  School  is  a  tremendous  ethical  force  in 
the  life  of  a  pupil.  The  pupil  has  a  dual  nature: 
there  is  a  mind  as  well  as  a  body;  a  spiritual  as  well 
as  a  physical  life.  One  of  the  most  critical  periods  of 
conflict  between  the  mental  and  spiritual  comes  at 
the  High  School  age.  Then  the  physical  often  wins 
dominion  over  the  intellectual.  The  reactionary 
weariness  which  results  from  the  rapid  growth  of 
the  body,  makes  mental  exertion  too  great  an  effort. 
Idleness  asserts  itself  and  threatens  to  become 
chronic.  For  the  gratification  of  purely  physical  de- 
sires, the  adornments  of  dress  and  the  pleasures  of 
social  intercourse,  boys  and  girls  are  eager  to  leave 
school  in  order  to  earn  money.  We  know  that  it  is 
better  for  b'oys  and  girls  to  go  to  work  than  to  form 
habits  of  idleness  and  physical  Indulgence.  But  we 
also  know  that,  if  the  boy  and  girl  can  be  held  in 
school  during  these  critical  years,  the  school  becomes 
the  power  of  salvation  for  manhood  and  womanhood. 
Just  as  long  as  it  is  consistent  with  good  discipline 
and  the  habit  of  studious  application,  the  school 
should  retain  its  hold  upon  the  boy  and  girl.  The 
school  demands  intellectual  effort,  compels  the  habit 
of  industry,  inculcates  respect  for  the  rights  of  others 
and  leads  the  pupil  out  of  tin'  narrow  range  of  self 
into  a  broader  view  of  life  and  its  possibilities. 
Through  the  routine  and  drudgery  <>r  ils  w.ork,  Hie 
Higli  School  brings  the  pupil  into  contact  w  itb  the 
inspiration  of  great  thoughts  and  Hie  novelty  of  sci- 
entific discoveries,  inlo  a  realization  of  the  vastness 
of  the  world's  activities  and  the  progressive  contin- 
uity of  all  life  through  past  ages  to  the  present  day 
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and  arouses  within  him  a  desire  for  active  participa- 
tion in  its  future  development. 

Because  this  is  a  period  of  conflict  between  the 
physical  and  the  intellectual,  it  is  the  privilege  of  the 
school  to  use  the  physical  in  the  development  of  the 
intellectual,  to  remember  that  the  body  may  and 
ought  to  be,  not  a  hindrance  but  a  help  to  the  soul. 
So  athletics,  which  use  the  physical  in  the  service  of 
the  intellectual  and  the  ethical,  are  an  important  part 
of  the  school  life  of  the  pupil.  When  athletics  de- 
velop individual  skill  yet  subordinate  its  display  to 
team  work,  when  they  foster  that  spirit  of  fair-play 
that  is  characteristic  of  the  Anglo-Saxon  race,  when 
they  inculcate  honesty  of  purpose,  when  they  de- 
mand that  dogged  persistency  in  the  face  of  impend- 
ing defeat  that  is  so  essential  to  success  in  life,  they 
are  certainly  making  good  use  of  the  physical  in  the 
development  of  the  ethical.  The  love  of  play  and 
sport  is  natural,  is  inherent.  The  school  should  use 
it  as  a  means  to  an  end  and  so  direct  it  that  it  shall 
result  to  the  greatest  possible  advantage  in  the  devel- 
opment of  the  pupil,  therefore  ample  provision 
should  be  made  for  the  athletic  activities  of  the 
school. 

In  the  life  of  the  community  also  the  High  School 
should  be  a  tremendous  ethical  force.  Whereas  the 
factories  represent  the  material  prosperity  of  the 
community,  the  High  School,  which  stands  for  the 
cultivation  of  the  intellect,  for  the  search  for  truth  in 
science  and  literature,  represents  the  ideal  elements 
of  life  and  instills  respect  for  the  ideal  which  vivifies 
and  transforms  the  real.  If  the  school  can  bring  the

REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  THE 
HAMLIN  SCHOOL. 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

In  accordance  with  your  request,  I  submit  the 
following  report : 

The  enrollment  of  the  pupils  of  the  Lincoln 
building  at  the  beginning  of  the  school  year  was  the 
largest,  ever  recorded.  The  seating  capacity  in  many 
rooms  was  taxed  to  its  ntmost,  some  containing  fifty 
pupils  and  in  one  case  sixty-two. 

In  June  twenty-three  pupils  graduated  from  the 
ninth  grade.  Without  exception  all  of  the  graduates 
entered  the  High  School  in  September. 

Tbe  only  change  in  the  corps  of  teachers  of  the 
previous  year  was  the  election  of  Miss  Ethel  Phillips 
to  (ill  the  vacancy  left  by  Miss  Healey,  who  resigned 
at  the  close  of  the  spring  lerm. 

W  paticnl  waiter  is  no  loser."  Tins  is  certainly 
i me  regarding  the  new  school  house.  ;V  building  con- 
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structed  on  a  sanitary,  convenient,  and  artistic  plan.. 
This  structure  with  its  eight  spacious  rooms,  ample 
space  in  the  halls,  excellent  system  of  ventilation, 
and  attractive  furnishings  is  not  only  a  necessity,  hut 
an  ornament  to  the  town  and  is  highly  appreciated  by 
the  pupils. 

Parents  and  others  interested  in  the  observation 
of  work  done  in  the  schools  are  always  welcome  in, 
any  class  room. 

By  availing  themselves  of  the  opportunity  of 
visiting  schools,  the  teachers  keep  in  touch  with  the 
line  of  work  done  in  other  towns  and  cities. 

The  efficiency  of  the  teachers  and  the  unity  of 
spirit  which  exist  among  them  and  the  pupils 
throughout  the  building  help  to  retain  the  high 
standard  which  our  school  has  attained. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  parents,  the  superintendent 
the  teachers  and  Mr.  Clark  for  their  cooperation  in 
making  our  school  a  success.

REPORT  OF  PRINCIPLE  OF  ROOSEVELT  SCHOOL. 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

The  attendance  in  this  building  has  been  very 
good  since  school  opened  last  fall.  There  have  been 
very  few  cases  of  absence  that  we  have  found  un- 
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necessary.  This  has  made  our  truancy  list  the  small- 
est we  have  ever  had. 

During  the  severe  weather  of  the  past  few  weeks, 
the  play  rooms  have  been  appreciated  more  than  ever 
before.  In  the  morning  or  at  noon  if  the  cold  has 
been  severe  the  children  have  been  allowed  to  use 
them.  We  have  also  had  more  indoor  recesses  than 
usual  because  of  stormy  or  cold  days. 

There  has  been  only  one  change  in  the  teaching 
force.  Miss  Gertrude  Folley,  who  .  taught  in  this 
building  for  three  years,  resigned  at  the  end  of  the 
spring  term,  and  Miss  Margaret  Knowlton  was 
elected  to  take  her  place. 

The  first  grade  in  this  building  has  been  divided 
into  three  divisions.  The  other  grades  into  two.  We 
have  been  able  to  keep  the  interest  and  attention  of 
the  children  better  since  these  divisions  were  made. 
It  has  always  been  hard  for  the  pupils  who  under- 
stood quickly  to  wait  for  the  slower  ones.  By  having 
the  ones  who  are  capable  of  advancing  quite  rapidly 
in  one  class,  and  those  who  need  more  time  in  an- 
other, it  has  been  better  for  both.  There  have  been 
many  changes  in  the  two  divisions  since  we  first  be- 
gan trying  this  plan.  If  a  pupil  in  the  B  class  has 
improved  and  become  able  to  do  harder  work,  he  has 
been  put  into  the  A  class.  Also  if  a  pupil  in  the  A 
class  has  not  been  able  to  keep  with  the  others  he  hn> 
been  put  into  the  B  class.  This  has  been  a  good  in- 
centive, and  many  have  been  put  into  the  A  class 
while  only  ;i  Few  have  had  to  go  back. 

I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  committee, 
superintendent,  teachers,  and  janitor  for  their  inter- 
est and  help.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  THE 
LONGFELLOW  SCHOOL. 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

At  the  opening  of  the  year  another  room  on  the 
upper  iloor  was  fitted  up,  owing  to  the  crowded  con- 
dition of  grades  three  and  four,  and  a  mixed  grade 
composed  of  pupils  from  the  third  and  fourth  grades 
was  formed,  which  makes  the  work  and  the  number 
of  pupils  more  equally  divided  among  the  several 
teachers. 

It  was  thought  best  at  this  time  to  have  two 
divisions  in  each  grade  up  to  the  sixth,  so  that  the 
promotions,  which  were  made  at  the  end  of  the  half 
year,  have  been  more  in  the  divisions  of  the  grades 
than  from  grade  to  grade. 

The  attendance  for  the  Fall  term  of  fifteen  weeks 
was  unusually  good  in  all  the  grades  yet,  wishing  to 
make  it  still  better,  we  are  now  posting  monthly  in 
the  lower  hall  a  record  of  the  grade  that  has  the  best 
attendance. 

We  were  pleased  to  note  the  interest  taken  in 
the  school  by  the  parents — fathers  as  well  as  mothers 
— as  shown  at  the  Christmas  exercises,  and  would 
most  cordially  invite  every  parent  and  all  who  are 
interested  in  our  school  to  visit  the  different  grades 
and  see  the  regular  work. 

We  extend  our  thanks  to  the  Superintendent, 
School  Board,  janitor  and  parents  for  their  able  sup- 
port during  the  past  year,  and  especially  thank  the 
teachers  for  their  faithfulness  and  co-operation,  and 
we  would  also  thank  the  pupils  for  their  many  little 
acts  of  courtesy.

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REPORT  OF  INSTRUCTOR  OF  DOMESTIC  ARTS. 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

At  present  the  cooking  classes  are  held  only  in 
the  Emerson  school.  This  branch  of  domestic  arts 
is  given  to  the  girls  of  the  seventh,  eighth,  and  ninth 
grades  and  is  elective  for  the  first  year  high  school 
girls. 

In  all  the  classes  much  attention  is  given  to  the 
booking  and  serving  of  simple  meals,  each  pupil  be- 
ing held  responsible  for  some  part  either  as  cook, 
waitress,  host,  hostess  or  guest.  The  dishes  pre- 
pared and  served  vary  with  the  experience  and  abil- 
ity of  the  class. 

The  course  aims  first  and  last  to  be  practical. 
Generally  speaking,  only  those  foods  are  cooked  and 
utensils  used  which  will  be  practical  and  economical 
for  the  average  home. 

Marked  emphasis  is  placed  on  the  importance  of 
personal  cleanliness,  speed,  neatness  and  the  forma- 
tion of  good  kitchen  habits.  The  pupils  are  taught 
to  care  for  all  dining  room  and  kitchen  furnishings 
and  are  held  responsible  for  the  absolute  cleanliness 
of  towels  and  everything  in  and  about  desks. 

Notebooks  are  kept,  in  which  all  recipes  and 
notes  are  carefully  copied. 

Examinations  and  written  lessons  are  given  fre- 
quently throughout  the  course. 

Sew  ing  is  taught  in  the  sixth  grades  of  the  Long- 
fellow and  in  thf  sixth,  seventh,  eigth  and  ninth  of 
the  Hamlin.  In  all  grades  the  girls  have  been  taught 
the  various  stitches  used  in  what  is  generally  termed 
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plain  sewing.     A  few  embroidery  stitches  have  been 
introduced  in  the  sixth,  eighth  and  ninth  grades. 

Very  little  work  has  been  done  on  samplers.  Tin* 
more  difficult  stitches  such  as  button-hole,  blanket 
and  featherstitch  have  been  "tried  out"  before  appli- 
cation but  as  soon  as  the  pupil  can  do  careful,  ac- 
curate work,  the  stitch  has  been  applied  to  some  use- 
ful article  or  garment.  To  my  mind  the  child  is 
vastly  more  interested  in  the  construction  of  some 
article  or  garment  which  will  be  of  actual  use  to  her. 

Machine  work  has  been  introduced  in  the  eighth 
and  ninth  grades.  Undergarments  have  been  cut 
and  fitted  in  the  ninth  grade.  This  has  involved  the 
use  of  paper  patterns.  Each  child  has  laid  the  pat- 
tern on  and  cut  out  the  garment  making  the  neces- - 
sary  changes  with  as  little  help  as  possible. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  unfail- 
ing kindness  and  courtesy  of  the  superintendent  and 
committee,  the  co-operation  of  the  teachers  and  the 
interest  manifested  on  the  part  of  the  parents.

REPORT  OF  SUPERVISOR  OF  ART  AND 
MANUAL  TRAINING. 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

In  submitting  my  third  report  as  the  Supervisor 
of  Drawing  and  Manual  Training  in  your  schools  it  is 
with  great  satisfaction  that  I  look  back  over  a  year 
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of  marked  improvement  in  both  system  and  result. 

In  the  drawing  classes  the  children  in  the  prim- 
ary grades  have  done  very  noteworthy  works  in  free 
hand  illustration  and  cutting. 

Many  of  the  grammar  grade  boys  and  girls  have 
worked  out  designs  for  decorative  purposes  of 
marked  originality  and  splendid  execution.  The 
Christinas  construction  works  in  the  sixth,  seventh, 
eighth,  and  ninth  grades,  which  consisted  of  blotter 
pad  ends,  candy  boxes,  and  waste  paper  baskets — all 
problems  of  fitness  of  design  and  harmony  of  color — 
were  very  fine.  I  do  not  take  all  the  credit  to  my- 
self for  it  would  never  have  been  possible  for  me, 
with  so  limited  an  opportunity,  to  meet  the  children 
to  accomplish  all  that  these  faithful  grade  teachers 
have  done  in  working  out  my  course. 

In  the  High  School  class  we  are  very  interested 
in  various  problems  in  lettering,  trying  hard  to  plan 
spaces'  Well. 

The  boys  in  the  Manila]  Training  department  at 
the  Emerson  building  arc  passing  in  problems  in 
workmanship  superior  lo  the  same  grades  of  other 
years,.  We  have  finished  many  very  desirable  book 
cises.  fjibles.  umbrella  stands,  cabinets  and  other 
articles  which  meet  the  need  of  the  home. 

In  Springvale  while  waiting  for  the  shop  in  the 
Hamlin  building  to  be  equipped.  T  substituted 
mechanical  drawing  in  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades 
until  the  second  term.  The  ninth  grade  boys  made 
puzzles  and  candy  boxes  and  bound  post  card  albums 
to  fill  a  box  which  was  sent  at  Christmas  lime  to  a 
Home  for  Cripple  Boys  in  Xewington.  Connecticut. 
The  girls  contributed  the  candy  lor-  the  boxes.  Aside 
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from  the  technical  efficiency,  which  I  am  sure  thes 
boys  gained,  the  letter  of  appreciation  from  the 
matron  proved  beyond  doubt  that  the  time  was  profit- 
ably spent. 

Since  Christmas  the  seventh  grade  boys  have  been 
making  baskets  of  different  weaves  and  designs.  The 
eighth  grade  boys  take  great  interest  in  chair  caning 
and  the  ninth  grade  boys  find  the  designing  and  tool- 
ing, as  well  as  the  piercing  of  leather  pocket  books, 
fobs  and  blotter  corners  to  be  highly  profitable  and 
useful. 

All  of  the  classes  are  open  for  inspection  by  visi- 
tors at  any  time,  you  are  always  welcome  and  we 
feel  sure  our  best  effort  in  these  different  lines  of 
work  will  be  of  interest  to  you. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  thank  the  school  commit- 
tee, the  superintendent,  all  of  the  teachers,  also  the 
many  citizens,  who  have  shown  their  interest  in  my 
part  of  the  plan  in  assisting  in  different  ways  when 
I  have  asked  for  it.

REPORT  OF  INSTRUCTOR  OF  MUSIC. 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

Since  my  last  report,  music  in  the  public  schools 
has  been  conducted  on  the  same  lines  as  in  previous 
years,  all  the  lessons  being  given  by  the  music  in- 
structor, except  in  a  few  grades  where  lack  of  time 
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necessitates  the  help  of  the  regular  teacher.  The 
schools  have  so  increased  in  number  that  the  in- 
structor is  able  to  give  much  less  time  to  each  school 
than  when  the  subject  was  introduced.  Under  these 
conditions  it  seems  that  it  would  soon  be  advisable  to 
adopt  a  system  where  more  time  can  be  given  to 
music  in  the  grades. 

The  Eleanor  Smith  Music  Course  is  now  gener- 
ally used  as  a  text-book,  and  is  proving  satisfactory 
in  plan  and  material. 

The  High  School  continues  its  weekly  practice 
of  chorus  work,  and  the  instructor  endeavors  to  have 
the  music  chosen  for  study  not  only  that  which 
young  people  will  enjoy  singing,  but  also  that  which 
shall  be  truly  educative,  and  form  a  taste  for  the  best 
in  music. 

At  the  close  of  the  spring  term  in  1913  a  concert 
was  given  by  the  Glee  Club  and  the  orchestra  of  the 
High  School.  The  program  was  given  entirely  by  the 
members,  and  both  organizations  received  many 
compliments  for  their  excellent  work.  A  similar 
concert  is  in  preparation  to  be  given  some  time  this 
spring.
